DESIRE TO MERGE WITH BOPHUTUTSWANA RUMORED

[Text] BOTSWANA: BOPHUTUTSWANA TOO? Unconfirmed reports 
from Paris say that President Quett Masire, who visited Paris this 
week en route to London, discussed with the Elyée’s Guy Penne 
the possibility of Bophututswana being merged with Botswana. 
We understand that Penne gave his support in principle to the 
idea. If these reports can be conclusively confirmed, a major 
political row can be expected. The hiving-off in this way of a 
South African “homeland” would clearly be well received by 
Pretoria. 

The plan by the South African government to cede land to 
Swaziland. and the amount of international debate it caused, 
suggests that a similar move involving Bophututswana would be 
doubly provocative, not least because at present Bophututswana 
is divided mto si\ separate areas, cach one divided from the 
other by “South African” territory. 

Historically there is a valid Batswana claim on the Bophutut- 
swana area’ with the exception of the smaller tribes of northern 
Botswana. nearly all Batswana migrated in the 18th and 19th 
centuries from what is now south-western Transvaal. There is 
thus ethnic and language affinity between Botswana and 
Bophututswana. But that is an unconvincing argument for today. 

From the Botswanan government’s viewpoint there may be 
more practical reasons. Botswana and its fledgling defence force 
(AC Vol 23 No 11) face the prospect of constant cross-border 
forays by South African agents and the uncomfortably close 
presence of South African artillery to Gaborone, the Botswanan 
capital. The Likelihood that the African National Congress will in 
future make more use of Botswana, compounds Botswana's 
security problem. 

But the mechanics of somehow politically incorporating 
all the Tswanas from Bophututswana into Botswana are 
daunting. Botswana's population is now about one million. That 
would be at least doubled if all the cross-border Tswanas were 
included. And Botswana’s numerically dominant Bamangwato 
tribe, now led by Brig. lan Khama, would be submerged. The 
most immediate difficulty would be the six divisions of 
Bophututswana. Presumably South Africa would have to 
sanction the forming of a single geographic unity. 

Possibly circumstantial evidence supports the thesis that a 
Botswana-Bophututswana merger or federation is under discuss- 
ion in the I'rancophone orbit: we understand that ex-president 
Leopold Senghor has invited “President” Lucas Mangope of 
Bophututswana to a meeting in Tunis of Jnter-African Socialist. 
the Aincan branch of Socialist International: the French admini- 
stration has been dithering for months on whether to appoint a 
commercial counsellor to Bophututswana @

ZIMBABWE ASKS BOTSWANA TO EXTRADITE SOLDIER 
ABO81156 Paris AFP in English 1125 GMT 8 Dec 82 


[Text] Bulawayo, Zimbabwe, Dec 8 (AFP)--The Zimbabwe Government is seeking 
to extradite from neighbouring Botswana a Zimbabwean army officer suspected 
of heading last June's attack on the official residence of Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe, the CHRONICLE newspaper said here today. 


Quoting government sources, the newspaper said that Lieutenant John Sibanda, 
a member of Joshua Nkomo's former nationalist guerrilla force, ZIPRA, was 
being sought. He is also alleged to have been a member of a group which 
attacked the home of national supplies minister Enos Nkala on the same 
night, June 25. 


Neither minister was hurt, but one of the attackers was killed in a shoot- 
out at Mr Nkala‘’s home, and identified as a former ZIPRA guerrilla. 


The CHRONICLE said that Lieutenant Sibanda, a relative of the soldier 
killed by the guards, had disappeared before resurfacing in Botswana. 


Botswana and Zimbabwe have no extradition agreement, in spite of a request 
by Harare. But when Botswana President Quett Masire came here at the end 
of October he said any extradition request would be considered individually. 


Dr Masire denied that Zimbabwean "dissidents" had been given refuge in 
Bot swana. 


But the Zimbabwe Government, along with sources in Mr Nkomo's ZAPU Party, 
maintains that several hundred former ZIPRA guerrillas are in refugee 
camps, particularly in Dukwe, northern Botswana.

ASSEMBLY PRESIDENT ON FUTURE PLANS 
East Berlin HORIZONT in German Vol 15 No 43, 1982

president of the national assembly of the United Republic of Cameroon] 


[Excerpt] "Planned Liberalism" and "Green Revolution" 


Having lived through a time when the colonial powers in Cameroon as elsewhere 
deliberately followed a policy of disproportionate development of the 
individual regions of the country, exploiting the different traditions and 
interests of the tribes and endeavoring to take advantage of the discord, 
Salomon Tandeng Muna is today well aware of the integrating role of the 
Parliament. All 120 representatives are members of the UNC [extension un- 
known] whose supreme goal is the motto coined by President Ahidjo, "One 
Nation--One People." Bolstered by a policy of “planned liberalism" is the 
economic and social sphere, this motto is designed to promote the national 
element in the economy which is still dependent on foreign capital--in the 
private sector as well as in the public, especially in the productive sphere 
of the latter. The state is regarded simultaneously as motor and driver. 


The president of the national assembly points to the results whith this 
policy has had up to now. There is no doubt that it has made a significant 
contribution to the domestic political and economic development of Cameroon 
in the last two decades. Nevertheless from the experience he has had in 

his political life he sees how difficult it is "to achieve development of the 
entire population." "To make educational and communication opportunities 
available to all, to realize the goal of health for all by the year 2000 and, 
above all, to develop far more than has been the case up to now, the northern 
territories of Cameroon which are at this time still closed, that is our 
immediate task," the president of the national assembly emphasizes. In 
concrete terms that means building more schools and universities, educating 
more doctors, building more roads and wisely exploiting the national riches 
such as bauxite and oil as well as the many other resources. 


"We attach great hope,” says the politician, “to the already begun ‘green 
revolution’ in agriculture, that is, the transformation of agriculture into 
a modern sector of the economy. This includes the establishment of national 
or mixed agro-industrial complexes. ‘Green zones’ are planned around the 














cities in order, on the one hand, to make agriculture more attractive also 
for those who are now migrating in carts to the cities and, on the other 
hand, to introduce modern planting and cultivating methods precisely in 

these green zones." As a main branch of the economy, agriculture contributes 
over 30 percent of the gross domestic product and about two thirds of the 
foreign exchange income. 





"At the end of July this year the Parliament approved the national budget 
for the fiscal year 1982/83--the first of the current development plan for 
the period 1982 to 1986," says its president and points for example to the 
planned further extension of the infrastructure in the rural areas, coupled 
with the expansion and intensification of coffee and cocoa production. 


It gives special pleasure to the former teacher to be able to point to the 
fact that the state has spent more than one fifth of all expenditures on 
education and training in this fiscal year--it is by far the largest item 

in the budget. It is followed in the budget by expenditures for the health 
program which is designed to be financed exclusively from its own sources. 
"All this is happening in order to raise the standard of living of the people 
of our country," as my informant sums it up, "without at the same time losing 
sight of existing social problems." 


Politician with Artistic Tendencies 


In interviews and conversations, politicians usually talk about the things 
and problems for which they are officially responsible and which they are 
most deeply involved in. How they say it, what personal qualities they have, 
is often interesting. 


What appeared in the first moments of the meeting with Salomon Tandeng Muna 
as perhaps a certain reserve or even skepticism, soon proved to be a 
characteristic of quite another quality. As soon as he expressed a thought 
he was able to adopt an attitude of serenity. But if he thought he should 
emphasize some statement in particular his restrained gestures became more 
defined, his expressive facial features were more pronounced and the friendly 
searching look became a little more fixed. All in all the way he spoke and 
answered questions demonstrated a sensitivity which, in the case of 
politicians faced with daily tasks requiring concrete action and firmness, 

is in danger of being submerged. Salomon Tandeng Muna has it. 


This was confirmed when we started chatting at the end of the interview. The 
president of the Parliament revealed himself as a paterfamilias knowing all 
about the duties, joys and sorrows of a father of seven sons and one 
daughter and as a man of well-formed subtlety and artistic understanding. 
Today, now that his children are grown and working as a doctor, engineer, 
agriculturist and attorney, among other things, he is able, as he said 

almost as an afterthought, to dedicate himself in his free time without 

being disturbed to the traditional carving of sculptures and other objets 
d'art out of wood. 


The patience and imagination which he needs for that are no doubt of 
advantage to the artist as well as to the politician.

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION SHOWING RESULTS OF RESEARCH, EFFORTS 
Djibouti LA NATION DE DJIBOUTI in French 11 Nov 82 p 3 


[Text] A quick survey of activity in the agricultural sector 
supports the conclusion that the country's agricultural develop- 
ment is expanding rapidly and has assumed a completely new 
dimension. Available statistics make it possible to say that 
agricultural production in market gardening over the whole 
country is between 500 and 700 tons for the latest season 1981- 
1982, whereas in 1978-1979 this figure was only about 50 tons. 


The Republic of Djibouti, like many other African and Third World countries, 
being aware of the danger of increasing dependence on food aid, is stressing 
better organization of the institutions and administrations directly respon- 
sible for agricultural sector development. 


Thanks to the government's effort through the national budget and to bilateral, 
multinational or international aid, a number of agricultural studies, projects 
and enterprises have been undertaken, and are in progress or already completed. 
Exploitation of the available land requires knowledge about its fertility and 
composition, and available water. In regard to the first, a laboratory for 
soiland water analysis has been established. It is already in operation, and 
will gradually, as need dictates, prepare soil utilization cards. As a result 
of this analysis, the estimate of cultivable soil has been increased from the 
old figure of 110 hectares to more than 100,000 hectares. In regard to the 
second factor, a 2-year study by the German hydrological mission has provided 
better information on underground water resources and where to locate wells. 


Good use of this basic information will enable rational economic development. 

Already Achieved 

The Mouloud area, which was put under cultivation in 1979 and is now familiar 

to everyone, increased in 1982 from 4 to 10 hectares. The basic-level system- 
ization applied in the beginning has been relaxed and the farmers are indepen- 


dent and work on their own through a cooperative association. 


The Atar area, which includes an experimental plot, will be put into full 
operation (10 hectares) during the 1982-1983 season. 














"our technical support centers for the rural development program have been 
located in tne various regions: at Ambouli, Tadjourah, Ali-Sabieh and Aseyla. 
Their role is demonstration and education among the independent farmers of 
those areas. They serve as the link between the government institutions 
responsible for agricultural development and the private agricultural sector. 


These four centers are in operation. They will be further strengthened by 
establishment of additional centers, specifically in the Obock district. 


Future Projects 


Other irrigated areas will soon be developed. The first will be Ambabo (10 
hectares), for which Italy is providing the financing. 


Three others are under study or already studied. Funds for them have not yet 
been found. One of these is Douda (30 hectares), which will concentrate on 
growing fruit trees (date and citrus), and with the unique feature of irriga- 
tion using waste water from the capital after treatment in a purification 
plant. 


The project will thus have a two-fold benefit: agricultural, and health through 
purification of waste water that will no longer pollute our beaches. 


Private Agricultural Sector Activity 


Along with this political determination and measures by government institutions 
to develop a more or less intensive, modern production sector, the activity of 
the private sector is still one of the essential factors in development of the 
national agriculture. 


However, this latter sector is experiencing some significant problems, includ- 
ing: 

--Overdivided land (average .1 to .5 hectares). 

--Shortage of production resources. 

--Low technology level in agricultural operations. 


However, effort and tenacious determination are basic characteristics of the 
nation's farmers, who will persevere despite these difficulties.

SAUDI LOAN AGREEMENT TO FINANCE SCHOOL SIGNED 
Libreville L'UNION in French 28 Oct 82 pp 1,4

Excerpt] A loan agreement for 96 million Saudi riyals, or a billion CPA 
African Financial Community] francs was signed yesterday at the Ministry of 
Economy and Finance by the Saudi Development Fund and the Gabonese Government, 

For the Saudis the document was signed by the vice president and general 
manager of the fund, al-Shaykh Muhammad al-Sughayr and for the Gabonese by 
Secretary of State for the Ministry of Economy and Finance Mamadou Diop in the 
presence of the minister of planning, development and participation, Mr Pascal 
Nze, and the minister of higher education, Dr Jean Perre Okias. 


This loan will serve to finance the Masuku Polytechnical School project in 
Franceville, After the signing of the documents, two speeches were to be 
delivered, one after the other, by Secretary of State Mamadou Diop and al-Shaykh 
Muhammad al—Sughayr, 


The first to speak was the secretary of state for the Ministry of Economy and 
Finance, who congratulated himself on the successful outcome of negotiations 
between the Saudi Development Fund and the Gabonese Republic with regard to 
the funding of the Masuku project, 


As for al-Shaykh Muhammad al-Sughayr, in response to Mr Mamadou Diop he pointed 
out that "the signing of a loan agreement is only the beginning of a difficult 
and arduous road in the life of the project, in the course of which we mst 
sincerely make every effort leading to the desired results," 


He ended his speech with the hope that the project for which the loan agree- 
ment had just been signed would play the great role anticipated for it in the 
economic and social development of the Gabonese Republic, He reaffirmed his 
country's concern for supporting Gabon's march toward progress and for backing 
President Omar Bongo's efforts to realize his economic and social development 
program for the purpose of assuring the well-being of the people of Gabon, 


Let us bear in mind that the Masuku Polytechnical School construction project 
in Franceville comes under the heading of the training of the technical 
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personnel necessary to the development of our country, The first phase covers 
a maximum of 350 students distributed among several specialized fields, 


This project, the production chief for which is the Ministry of Public Works, 
covers the construction of buildings and subsidiary facilities as weil as the 
supplying and installation of the laboratory equipment, Operations will be 
completed in 1985, The total cost of the project will be on the order of 
22,156 billion CFA francs, or the equivalent of 234 million Saudi riyals, 


The total amount of loans granted the Gabonese Republic by the Saudi Develop— 
ment Fund to date comes to about $52 million ($1 = 358,72 francs), The fund 
is also participating in the construction of the Trans-Gabonese [Railroad ] 
and has already funded the feasibility study for the Masuku Polytechnical 
School,

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2. A member shall-- 


(a) Be an example in work and study, and make every effort to speed up the 
revolution, protect public property and be prepared to defend Ghana with 
arms in hand. 


(b) continuously study revolutionary theory, acquire knowledge, explain to 
other young people and actively implement revolutionary policies of the 
government, be honest and truthful, be attentive to people and exercise 
great tact in dealing with other people. 


(c) be a devoted patriot and place public interests above his own. 

(d) to do his best to strengthen the unity of the DYLG, quickly and accur- 
ately fulfil the assignments given him by the DYLG branch of which he belongs 
and complete every job he is assigned. 


(e) boldly develop criticism and self-criticism, combat ineffiency and 
vanity, expose corruption and report them to DYLG bodies right up to the 
top. 7 


(f) keep himself fit, regularly undertake sports and be prepared for 
{word illegible] and for the defence of Ghana. 


3. <A member of the DYLG shall be entitled: 


(a) to elect and be elected to DYLG bodies. 





(b) to freely discuss at meetings and in the DYLG press all questions 
relating to the work of the DYLG, submit his proposals and openly state and 
defend him opinion before a decision is taken by a branch or bodies of the 
Mcvement. 


(c) to criticize any member of the Movement or any DYLG body at meetings, 
conferences, congresses and plenary meetings. Members guilty of suppres- 

sing criticism and of persecuting others shall be severely censured by the 
DYLG. 


(d) to attend DYLG meetings and meetings of the committee when his own work 
or conduct is under discussion. 


(e) to address questions, applications or proposals to any DYLG committee 
or body right up to the highest body of the DYLG. DYLG bodies shall examine 
applications or proposals from members of the DYLG attentively and judi- 
ciously and quickly take the appropriate measures. 


4. Promising young men and women between the ages of 14 and 30 and who are 
devoted to the cause of the working class and the elimination of exploita- 
tion of man by man, and to the sovereignty of Ghana may be accepted as 
members of the DYLG. 
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Admission shall be offered on individual basis. If a member of the DYLG 
becomes 30 and he is not on any of the executive committees, his name shall 
be deleted from the DYLG roster as a member. 


Procedures for Accepting Members: 


5. (a) Applicants for membership of the DYLG shall present recommenda- 


tions from two members of the local WDC or PDC, or from two members of the 
Persons recommending new members shall be responsible tor them and ensure 


that the new members take an active part in the work of their local branch. 


(b) Acceptance into the DYLG shall be discussed and granted by the Dis- 
trict or Regional Co-ordinator or by a general meeting of a unit branch. 
The decision of a branch becomes effective after it has been approved by a 
district or town executive/secretariat of the DYLG. 


Leaving a branch without formal discharge, as well as delayed registration 
is a serious breach of discipline. 


6. DYLG bodies shall ensure the prompt payment of membership dues and shall 
in each case ascertain the reason for overdue payment and take the necessary 
measures. A member who fails to pay his membership dues for 3 months and 
does not present a valid reason shall be discussed by the unit DYLG branch. 


7. A member of the DYLG shall be called to answer for failing to fulfil the 
regulations and for other misbehavious. [as published] 


Penalties may be imposed on a member in cases of misdemeanour; the most 
extreme punishment being expulsion from the DYLG. 


Maximum attention and fairness shall be ensured when the issue of penalizing 
a member is under discussion. 


Expulsion from the DYLG shall be decided on by the general meeting of a 
unit branch. Such a decision shall be considered passed if it receives a 
two- [rest of line illegible] vote from members present at the meeting and 
is approved by a district or town executive. 


Persons expelled from the DYLG shall have the right to appeal to a higher 
DYLG body, right up to the highest body within a period of two (2) months. 


Organization: 


The principle underlying the organizational structure of the DYLG shall be 
democratic contralism, [as published] which means: 


(a) the electivity of all leading bodies of the DYLG from bottom to top. 


(b) periodic accountability of the DYLG bodies to their organizations and 
to higher bodies. 
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(c) strict DYLG discipline and subordination of the minority to the majority. 


(d) unconditional fulfilment of the decisions of higher DYLG by lower bodies. 
The DYLG shall be organized on a community-and-production principle. Primary 
organizations shall be set up at the place of work or study of their members 
and shall associate in district, town or other branches. 


The highest directing bodies of the DYLG shall be:--general meeting (unit 
branches) district and regional conferences and the national congress (for 
the entire Democratic Youth League of Ghana). 


A general meeting, conference or congress shall elect central committees 
which shall direct all the current work of the DYLG branch. 


The Central Committees shall set up standing committees on various questions 
relating to DYLG activity and co-opt other members to assist in their work. 
Unit, District, Regional, National bodies shall be elected by secret ballot. 


At elections, all members of the DYLG shall have unlimited rights to nominate, 
reject or criticize candidates. A candidate shall be considered elected if 

he receives more than half the votes of a meeting, conference or congress. 

The prime duty of every member of DYLG organizations shall be to abide by 
DYLG discipline and conscientiously carry out the decisions of DYLG bodies. 


Free and relevant discussion of the work of individual DYLG organizations 
or of the DYLG as a whole, shall be the inalienable right of each member of 
the DYLG and a major principle of DYLG democracy. 


The activity initiative and enterprise of members shall be promoted on the 
basis of DYLG democracy. 


The DYLG shall give every encouragement to criticism and self-criticism in 
its ranks and use it as a means of further improving the work of its 
organizations, carrying out its own decisions in the best possible way, 
strengthening conscious discipline and further uniting the Movement and the 
revolution. 


Collectivity, which is an indispensable condition for the normal activity 

of the DYLG organizations, the correct upbringing of Cadres and the promotion 
of the activity and initiative of members shall be the highest principle 

of the DYLG leadership. 


Collective leadership does not obviate the personal responsibility, of 
functionaries for the work assigned to then. 


In the interim between congress, conference and election, meetings, the 
central committees of the DYLG of the zonal town, district and regional 
committees, and the committees of the DYLG primary organizations shall 

systematically inform the DYLG organizations about their work.

In each opera- 
tional zone, vast plantations will be created--oil-producing trees such as 
oil paims and coconut palms, promising fruit trees such as avocados and high- 
yield papayas--and the areas threatened by desertification, especially in 
Upper and Middle Guinea, will be integrally reforested. 


We should also mention that the raising of poultry, pigs, sheep and cattle 
is contemplated for the 1982-1983 agricultural production campzign. None 
of this is just wishful thinking. It is a work program which has been 
patiently thought out and systematically prepared; its completion will 
enable the Guinean People's Army to increase and improve its contribution 
to our people's struggle in developing national production and ensuring 
food self-sufficiency.

DIRECTOR OF AIR GUINEA DISCUSSES COMPANY'S OPERATIONS 
Conakry HOROYA in French No 2943, 7-13 Nov 82 pp 35-36 


[Interview with Richard Haba, general manager of Air Guinea, by Jerome 
Dranou, on 22 October 1982 in Conakry] 


[Excerpts] It was on Thursday 22 October, in the morning. The general 
manager of Air Guinea, Comrade Richard Haba, welcomed us with a broad 
smile and invited us to sit at the meeting table. This time, however, 
there were only the two of us, the manager and the journalist, to discuss 
informally the great Air Guinea airline. 


As an introduction, and to better explain Air Guinea's activities, Richard 
Haba assessed its results, stating that he took up his managing position 
precisely in February 1981. 


"In the case of Air Guinea," Richard Haba said, "it is both easy and dif- 
ficult to present the results of our 20 months of management.” 


"Publishing monthly, half-yearly and annual financial statements is easy. 
But in this case it is made difficult by the fact that the enterprise 
underwent profound changes right from the start of 1981, in two respects: 
(1) the aircraft fleet; (2) the personnel." 


"Consider first that, in the early 1960's, Air Guinea had essentially only 
Soviet-made planes. Then, in the early 1980's it enlarged its fleet to 
include Boeing-type aircraft. Clearly, this is what economists call: 
structural changes involving the readaptation of the aircraft flying, 
service and maintenance personnel." 


"Thus, we had to provide new maintenance structures at the time of the 
arrival of the Boeings, the suppliers of which became our new commercial 
partners." 


"For over 20 years, Guinea has worked and is still working with Aeroflot 
Aviasport. Now that it is expanding, Air Guinea must obey the rule of change. 
But this will of course require considerable investments which can only in- 
crease the company's expenses." 


"That need not matter!" 
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As if to get his breath back, Comrade Richard Haba leans back in his chair 
and runs his hand across his forehead. He writes quickly on an Air Guinea 
letterhead, then he goes on: 


"The strong points of our results are:" 
"1. Work organization." 


"2. The training and readaptation of our personnel which includes sales, 
flying and ground technical personnel.” 


"3. The development of our network (inside and outside the country)." 


"As far as work organization is concerned, we have created a technical 
manager, an administrative and financial manager, and an operations manager. 
We have made considerable efforts in the operational sector to bring our 
operations up to par with international standards." 





"The general manager is in charge of controlling and monitoring all acti- 
vities of the company and its internal departments. 


"In this brief presentation of our results, we shall keep stressing per- 
sonnel training. It is at the center of our problem. And we also make 
it a point of honor. At Air Guinea, we feel it is especially important." 


"In brief, this is what we have done:" 


"During the first half of 1981, we sent 15 salesmen and accountants to be 
trained in Casablanca (Morocco); during the second half of the same year, 
we sent another 15." 


"As far as marketing managers are concerned, we sent four to Belgrade (Yugo- 
slavia) and six to Dublin (Ireland). As far as the technical flying personnel 
is concerned, we sent three Boeing 707 crews and three Boeing 737 crews to 
Dublin, in 1980 and 1981." 





"In 1982, we sent three Boeing 707 crews and three Boeing 727 crews to 
Casablanca. As far as cabin personnel is concerned, in 1981, we sent five 
cabin crews to Dublin and Casablanca. As far as basic training is concerned, 
already in 1982 we had to send 14 hostesses and 10 stewards to Casablanca. 

In 1980 and 1981, 9 of our operating engineers and 34 ground maintenance 
mechanics were trained in Dublin." 


"Following the advice of UTA [Air Transport Union] ‘experts, we organized 
training periods here, in Conakry, for the ground sales personnel.” 


Concerning the prospects of our great national airline, the general manager 
of Air Guinea has a lot of cleverly audacious ambitions for the future. These 
prospects involve two stages: first, short-term projects, then long-term 
projects. But let us listen to Comrade Richard Haba.

“Right now, we must modernize our domestic air terminals. As far as the 
domestic network is concerned, three parties are involved: the Ministry of 
Transport, the General Directorate of Civilian Aviation, and Air Guinea." 


"Our objective is the conversion of our domestic airports into modern infra- 
structures with asphalted runways and adequate communication equipment." 


"We want to transform the airports of Kankan, Labe, Boke, Faranah and 
N'Zerekore into international air terminals that can be used as outlets 
for commuter networks." 


"For this, we must undertake a large public works program to reinforce the 
landing strips and improve their access via surface roads." 


"Let us now consider long-term projects: as:far as the outer network is con- 
cerned, we are contemplating the creation of a community airline jointly with 
neighboring countries. As far as the domestic network is concerned, our ambi- 
tion is to serve all towns in the country and thus truly break their 
isolation." 


“To make sure that Air Guinea's efforts fit in the national development plan, 

we are negotiating with Mano-River Union, Air Mali and Air Bissao for the 

joint exploitation of flight routes; in the future, this will lead us to 

create multinational airlines. It will also require the creation of a 

maintenance infrastructure: in other words, a large service and repair 

workshop for large planes, like the Boeings for instance, will have to be 
created in Conakry." 


"We would favor the creation of an African coastal navigation company that 
would serve all African airlines." 


This was, briefly and clearly stated, a summary of the national Air Guinea 
airline's activities. One of its slogans pledges that it will remain "the 
wings of African unity." 


As a whole, the results thus presented reveal an amazing feat: maintaining 
regular flights while retraining the personnel.

[Text] To keep silent and allow the writing of history to be based on the 
actions, gestures and arguments of peoples thirsting for power and fame 
certainly hinders the objectivity which should be attached to the narration 
of the lives of peoples. It is therefore important that from time to time, 
the artisans and founders of history should pound on the table in order to 
reestablish the initial truths in their true context. This is why the message 
to the nation by the head of state, President Felix Houphouet-Boigny, is 
very significant and constitutes a model. In any case, this message 
definitely clarifies Ivory Coast's position concerning the OAU's convulsive 
movements which, if we do not beware, are liable of tolling the passing 
bell of the organization which has had the merit to exist. For the shrewd 
observer, these risks of disintegration of the OAU had indeed been desired 
and instigated by Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi himself. 


Ivory Coast did not consider it necessary to reply to the insanities of 
Radio Tripoli which expressed surprise at seeing a formerly colonized 
country--ours--happily receiving the president of a friendly country, 
Francois Mitterrand, whom it ccnsiders the continuation of colonialism. 

Our country has only now decided to point out the lack of courtesy of the 
Libyan colonel who thinks he can make all the African heads of state devoted 
to him; it also takes this opportunity to rightly call upon him to realize 
that the second Tripoli meeting of 15 November was made possible only thanks 
to the conference of the heads of state of France and Africa held in 
Kinshasa on 8 and 9 October 1982. 


Always involved in intrigues, changing his opinions according to the needs 
of his expansionist designs of the moment and described by some as an 
international terrorist, the Libyan colonel henceforth gives the impression 
of ruling his native Libya by instinct. To try to get hold of Africa with 
this behavior amounts to a dream which even his staunchest friends would 
hesitate to support unless they are pursuing their own interests. In the 
past, he tried to impose on his colleagues the SDAR's participation in the 
first Tripoli meeting. Having later retreated through the voluntary 








withdrawal of that "republic" from the meeting of the pan-African organiza- 
tion, Al-Qadhdhafi now wants to impose on his colleagues Goukouni Oueddei 
who has been compelled to form a government of national salvation in con- 
tempt of Hissein Habre's legitimacy. Nothing more was needed to ensure the 
collapse of his dream to address the United Nations in the name of Africa. 


As for Ivory Coast, it recognizes states and not persons. Otherwise, it 
would recognize very few states. It will defend this principle to the end 
even if it is the only country to support it. 


Certain persons in power in the world assumed their very high state position 
in conditions of which the least that could be said is that they were 
questionable. Nevertheless, they have representatives at the United Nations. 
Would it be right for the United Nations--according to the logic of the 
“progressive Africans"--to refuse to recognize some or all the members of 

a delegation under the pretext that the new authorities of a country had 
ousted the leaders it knows? Would it be right for the OAU to return to 

its origin to do the same thing? 


Besides, Ivory Coast has always been present at meetings where cooperation 
and development are discussed but it has never attended those where principles 
are surrendered. Ivory Coast has its identity of which it is jealous and 

it wishes to safeguard it. It does not wish to give lessons to anyone nor 
does it wish to receive any lessons from anyone and least of all from 
Al-Qadhdhafi, the man who takes pleasure in playing the role of Don Quixote. 
Ivory Coast is an independent and sovereign country. People should there- 
fore give it the time to conceive its destiny in accordance with its pecu- 
liarities and what appears to be in the interest of its people. 


Finally, Ivory Coast will never be a country where a handful of petro- 


dollars fills people with admiration and makes them to take political stands. 
Ours is a country with principles.

Referring .to the as-

tho. 


The spokesman said Le. 
sotho as a non-aligned 
country, has relations with 
both the East and the 
West, irrespective of 
ideological barriers. 

Relations with these 
countries, the spokesman 
said, had been established 
precisely for mutual bene- 
fit and it was naive of 
“Leselinyana” to be wak- 
ing up to this reality now. 

The spokesman observ- 
ed that “Leselinyana” was 
perhaps disillusioned by

RATSIRAKA'S ELECTION VICTORY EXAMINED

[Text] MADAGASCAR: POLITICAL REALIGNMENTS? It appears 
that President Didier Ratsiraka has won a second seven year term 
against the challenge of Monja Jaona, leader of the Madagasikara 
Otronin’ ny Malagasy (MONIMA), by about 80% of the vote. 
But it was not without surprises, notably in the island’s capital, 
Antananarivo, where Ratsiraka scraped in by about 4,000 votes 
in an electorate of 332,929. About one in four of the capital's 
voters abstained. Then in Monja Jaona’a headquarters in the 
south-western town of Tuléar, the MONIMA candidate got only 
32%, while Monja Jaona himself scored an astonishing 65% in 
Nossi-bé, the home ground of Ratsiraka’s interior minister, 
Augustin Ampy Portos. In all these areas the voting was reckoned 
to be free and fair. The only likely ballot-rigging was in rural 
areas, which voted overwhelmingly for Ratsiraka. 

The Antananarivo result underlines the progressive decline of 
the Antoko’ ny Kongresi’ ny Fahaleovantenan’ i Madagasikara 
(AKFM), led by pastor Richard Andriamanjato. AKFM 
supporters, who are traditionally drawn from Antananarivo's 
bourgeoisie and the older generation of nationalists, have clearly 
rejected Andriamanjato’s rigid pro-Soviet stance and uncondi- 
tional support for Ratsiraka. Middle-class Tananariviens, who 
were instrumental in putting Ratsiraka in power in 1975, are 
becoming increasingly intolerant of the government’s poor 
economic performance and the lack of goods in the shops. The 
AKFM looks like a spent force. 

In Nossi-bé the story is different. The island benefits from its 
plantations of sugar and ylang-ylang and a si.1all tourist trade. 
The local victory of Monja Jaona reflects revulsion over tough 
measures taken by Ampy Portos, the island's political baron, 
during student demonstrations last March, when he ordered 
police to fire on a crowd. Whatever the cause of Monja Jaona’s 
poor showing in Tuléar, the result indicates that MONIMA is 
much less regionally or ethnically based than often assumed. 

The elections have given Malagasy a chance to express their 
views on a few political myths. There is certainly much more to 
learn about the island's rapidly-changing politics, especially 
about the much-vaunted grassroots strength of the far left 
Mpitolona ho amin'ny Fanjakan’ ny Madinika (MFM), and the 
weakness of Ratsiraka’s Avant-garde de la Révolution Malgache 
(AREMA). They will next be tested with the local and assembly 
elections which were scheduled earlier this year but postponed 
until 1983 to avoid embarrassing the president in his own 
election year @

LIBYA TO HIRE MAURITIAN TEACHERS 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 23 Oct 82 pp 1, 4 


[Text] The hiring of several Mauritian teachers to work in Tripoli is current- 
ly the object of a study by a joint committee of the Government Teachers 

Union [GTU] and the Teachers Congress of Libya. The committee established 
for this purpose has four members. The Mauritians recruited would teach 
English and French. 


This statement was made during a joint press conference held by the leaders 
of the GTU and the Libyan Teachers Congress delegation headed by Mr Mohamed 
Elheloo. The Teachers Congress includes all teachers in Libya's preschools, 
elementary schools, secondary schools and higher level schools. The delega- 
tion of Libyan teachers, also including Messrs Mehdi Sowan, Kalifa Tarmal, 
Mohamud Alfex and Mufta Huroodo, has been in Mauritius since last Saturday. 
This is the second time that the GTU has received a delegation of Libyan 
teachers. Mr M Elhelou, who is also secretary general of the Teachers 
Congress, met with the minister of education. Members of the delegation 
visited elementary and secondary schools, the MGI [expansion unknown], the , 
MIE [Mauritius Institute of Education], the MCA [expansion unknown], and 

the University of Mauritius. 


Members of the delegation and leaders of the GTU gathered at work sessions. 


Today, the leader of the delegation will inaugurate the International Teachers 
Travel Agency established by the GTU. Mr S Naidoo hoped that cooperation be- 
tween the GTU and the Teachers Congress would always be close in order to 
complete planned projects. 


Mr Mohamed Elhelou said that the delegation's visit is intended to strengthen 
the bonds which unite the Mauritian and Arab people: the Libyan people, he 
said, are proud of the struggle conducted by the Mauritian people to assert 
their African and Third World identity. Then, speaking of the Teachers 
Congress’ foreign relations, he stated that “our mutual goal is the fierce 
struggle against imperialism and colonialism." 


During the meetings between the Libyan delegation and the GTU, "a bilateral 
position condemning the invasion of Lebanon by Israeli forces and the mass- 
acres in the Palestinian camps emerged," said Mr Mohamed Elhelou.

LIBYAN TEACHERS' DELEGATION VISITS 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 20 Oct 82 p 4 


[Text] A delegation from the General Teachers’ Congress of the Socialist 
People's Libyan Arab Jamahiriya is currently visiting Mauritius upon the 
invitation of the Government Teachers’ Union [GTU]. The five-person delega- 
tion headed by Mr Mohammad Al-Helo, secretary general, arrived here on 
Saturday 16 October and intends to stay in Mauritius for 1 week. 


This is the second delegation of the General Teachers’ Congress to visit our 
island. Indeed, the first delegation visited Mauritius in 1979. Then, in 
turn, a five-member Mauritian delegation visited Libya in 1980 upon the invi- 
tation of the Congress.

He also made a point of 
noting that the General Congress of Libyan Teachers, like the GTU, is a member 
of FISE [International Federation of Teachers Unions]. 


The secretary general of the General Congress of Libyan Teachers, Mr 
Mohammad Al-Helo, thanked the minister of education and the president of the 
GTU for the very warm welcome that they had given them. He also made a 
brief speech on the activities of the Congress of Teachers. Having learned 
that the current minister of education was a former teacher, he said that in 
the new minister we find "an activist for teachers causes." In speaking of 
the role of the educator, he said that he must show his appreciation for 
having been educated by educating the next generation, and his appreciation 
for having been trained by training the next generation. He concluded his 
speech by formulating his sincere desires to see exchanges between our two 
nations in all areas increased.

FINANCE MINISTER BERENGER EXPLAINS SALES TAX BILL 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 30 Oct 82 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Minister of Finance Paul Berenger, presenting 
yesterday to the press the White Paper on the "sales tax' 
that will go into effect in January, explained that in- 
troduction of the sales tax was accepted in principle 

in December 1980 when former Minister of Finance Sir 
Veerasamy Ringadoo, in a letter to M. W. A. Wapenhaus, 
World Bank vice president for the East Africa area, 
wrote: "Special attention is given to preparations for 
introducing the sales tax." [Last quote published in 
English. } 


The sales tax to be introduced in January will be about 
5 percent, and it is estimated that it will have an im 
pact of well over 5 percent on the cost of living. Also, 
a number of basic items (see further in article) will be 


exempt. 


Paul Berenger explained that the former government had in April suggested to 
an International Monetary Fund [IMF] delegation then in Mauritius that the 


sales tax be about 6 percent. 


Introduction of the sales tax had already been announced in the 1982-1983 
budget presented by the finance minister on 30 July. The White Paper is in- 
tended to stimulate discussion of the whole issue by the public, the unions, 
the "Mauritius Taxpayers Association" and the private sector. A draft bill 
on this tax, the "Sales Tax Bill," will soon be submitted to the cabinet be- 
fore being published and debated in the Assembly on Tuesday 16 November. 


In the interim before submission of the bill to the Assembly, the finance 
minister is preparing a detailed explanation which will give the public all 
the needed information about administration of the sales tax and where the 
public can go to get information, etc. 


Paul Berenger affirmed that there is much misunderstanding and confusion 
about the tax, though in fact it will be simple to implement and administer. 
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Only manufacturers, importers, wholesalers, and large retailers with turnover 
of over 100,000 rupees a year will have to register to pay this tax. Thus, 
the White Paper explains that "a relatively small number of businesses will 
be involved in the administration of the tax."' As for consumers, they will 
not be affected at all by implementation and administration of the tax. The 
tax will be payable at the end of each month. 


Paul Berenger then listed the four principle reasons which compelled the 
government to introduce the sales tax: 


(1) Mauritius is obliged to reduce its budget deficit under the agreement 
with the IMF and the World Bank. To this end, it is expected that the sales 
tax will bring in about 75 million rupees during the period from January to 
June 1983. 


(2) The fact is that there is no real alternative at this stage to obtain 
this amount of additional revenue, since considerable effort has already been 
made in the area of customs and the “income tax" department. 


Moreover, it is planned within the coming months to establish a "Unified 
Revenue Service" which will include the income tax department, customs, the 
sales tax, and other aspects of "Revenue Collection." The White Paper's pur- 
pose is also to promote discussion by all the people of possible alternatives. 


(3) In its present form, the sales tax is an encouragement to savings, pro- 
ductive investment and job creation. The finance minister stressed that the 
sales tax will hit at luxury and semiluxury items, and will in this way serve 
somewhat as a tool for economic recovery. 


(4) The sales tax will also be an indispensable tool in combatting fraud and 
tax evasion. In fact, with the introduction of the sales tax a whole system 
of “cross checking" at various points in the economy will go back into ef- 
fect. For this reason, Paul Berenger believes that "certain" protests 
against the sales tax have been hypocritical, motivated by the desire to 
prevent the government from combatting tax evasion and fraud. 


Paul Berenger noted that the least well-off element of the population will 


be the least affected and that the government will take the necessary mea- 
sures so that merchants' existing stock will not be used in an illegal way.

VILLAGE COMMISSIONS LISTED 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 20 Oct 82 pp 1, 4 


[Text] No less than 26 of the 98 village commissions have been removed from 
office by the minister of regional administrations, Prem Koonjoo, and replaced 
by new commissions. We know that village elections were last held in Mauri- 
tius in January 1979. Subsequently, these elections were systematically 
voided by ministerial decree. 


For its part, after its installation the MMM/PSM/OPR administration reiterated 
its desire to respect regional democracy by noting its intention to organize 
municipal (next 12 December) and village (March 1983) elections. In the 

same breath, the administrative commissions which were running the munici- 
palities and the district councils and in which notorious agents of the 

former regime were rampant were removed from power and interim commissions 

for regional administration were appointed in their place. 


The 26 new village commissions will manage the affairs of the villages until 
the village elections scheduled to be held next March. Each commission is 
made up of a president, a vice president and 10 other members.

RIOT OVER CHURCH OWNERSHIP--Enugu, 6 Dec (NAN)--More than 20 persons, includ- 
ing four women, were arrested yesterday following a riot by rival groups over 
the ownership of a church building the Ogui new layout area [as received] of 
Enugu.

OPPOSITION FACING PROBLEMS IN SELECTING ELECTION CANDIDATES

[Article by Momar Seyni Ndiaye: "What Candidates for the Opposition?"] 


[Text] The approach of the deadlines forthe February 1983 elections is creat- 
ing a feverish atmosphere which is crowding the headquarters of the organiza- 
tions which make up our political scene. The stakes of these consultations 
are obvious. Also, the 14 parties in the country, whether or not they declare 
themselves to be "non-electoral," are aware that the outcome of these consul- 
tations will determine to a considerable degree their audience, their accep- 
tance...and, why not, their future. We can therefore expect during the coming 
weeks or months a flood of nomination meetings at which, in accordance with 
the principles of democratic centralism, the regular party members will choose 
their candidates for the legislative and presidential elections. 


By accepting the framework of legal status, the parties made the commitment 

to respect the constitutional provisions establishing the rules for coming to 
power. At the same time, they expressed their intention to assume power by 
democratic means. Despite this prerequisite, there is no doubt that all the 
14 organizations do not approach the elections with the same motivation. Some 
parties believe in the legal accession to power. For others, by contrast, 
these elections provide the basis for agitation and propaganda activities to 
help “mature” the people so that all subjective and objective conditions will 
be fulfilled to install a "real popular" rule. 


Although most of the organizations will almost certainly present candidates 
for the legislative elections, the same is not true for presidential candi- 
dates, 


The Socialist Party, which has been in power for 22 years, is expected to 
confirm at its December congress the candidacy of its secretary general, the 
current president, Abdou Diouf. The Workers Socialist Organization, of 
Trotskyite tendency, has made known in an official communique its decision 
to enter a candidate, its secretary general, Mbaye Bathily. On the other 
hand, and Jef/Movement for the National Democratic Revolution at its 

latest congress decided against running a candidate. The Marxist-Leninist 
organization Democratic League-Movement for the Labor Party has said it will 
support a candidate of the "patriotic" opposition. However, if we devote a 
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little more attention to the ideological etymology of these qualifiers, we 
note that this conditional support involves the problem of discerning exact- 
ly the political and personal profile of the future candidate. In effect, 

we do not know the criteria in order to support that this or that candidate 
meets the norms of anti-imperialism and anti-neocolonialism. In addition, 
this decision also involves subjective and ideological considerations as well 
as personal preferences. 


The opposition organizations are running into major problems in selecting 
candidates to oppose those of the Socialist Party. The 3-million deposit 
which each candidate has to put up to be registered is not in itself a basic 
problem. The main obstacle is legislative. Specifically, the electoral 
code provisions formally prohibit coalitions, to avoid distorting the demo- 
cratic process. Caught between the devil and the deep blue sea, the opposi- 
tion organizations can only fall back on other forms of agreement resulting 
from negotiation. However, there again (and this is the second obstacle) 
there is a problem of stature: since the tactic of alliance is differently 
perceived from one headquarters to another, it becomes difficult to envisage 
a political personality capable of combining the opposition forces. 


Based on the 1978 elections, one could mention the names Abdoulaye Wade and 
Majmout Diop as possessing some experience in the field. However, those who 
accuse them of political sins will undoubtedly turn back to the big names such 
as Mamadou Dia of the People's Democratic Movement, Cheikh Anta Diop of the 
Democratic National Rally, or Boubacar Gueye of the Senegalese Republican 
Movement. 


The choice of one or the other of these candidates may be determined by con- 
Siderations which emerge during the game of alliances, or simply by ideolog- 
ical criteria. The contacts now underway and increasing among the opposition 
organizations should shed more light and help in unraveling this political 
tangle.

EDITORIAL SUPPORTS REMISSIONS OF SENTENCES

[Text] Earlier this year, when the prisons department began granting remis- 
sions of sentence for "political" prisoners, there were allegations that 

the move was something of a propaganda ploy. It was pointed out that most 
of the paroled prisoners had only a few weeks or a few months of long 
sentences to serve anyway. The same cannot be said of Breyten Breytenbach: 
Two years off a nine-year sentence is a substantial reprieve, and it is to 
be hoped that this example will be followed by others. 


There had never been any good reason why persons convicted of security 
offences should have been treated by the state with such peculiar rigour 

as regards remissions and other prison "privileges." The government itself, 
indeed, has always liked to disclaim the "political prisoner" tag, claiming 
that these are criminal offenders merely serving the proper sentences laid 
down by the law. Yet their treatment was conspicuously out of line with 
that accorded to other prisoners, even those convictedof grave crimes. 


Some years ago the accused in a celebrated murder trial was released after 
serving only five years of a 12-year sentence. Just a few weeks ago 34 

of the mercenaries involved in the Seychelles hijack were set free after 
serving a mere two months out of six. And it should be remembered that 
many of the acts for which security prisoners are jailed in this country 
would be considered, in other societies, as meriting much less stringent 
punishment. 


Be that as it may, any steps which mitigate the harshness of the system 
are welcome. It matters little whether remissions are made out of genuine 
humanitarian motives or in order to make a good impression abroad. The 
French Government suggests for instance--Mr Breytenbach's release was 
connected with approaches it had made. Yet it is the end result that 
matters. 


Both considerations, ordinary humanity plus some direct pressure from the 
American and other authorities, apply in the case of Dr Beyers Naude whose 


new banning order is presently under review. We look forward to a favourable 
outcome--in whatever light the government may choose to present it motives.

POLL SHOWS PFP, NRP LOSSES, NONVOTERS UP

[Text] While there has been increased support for the National Party and 
Conservative Party in recent months, support for the Progressive Federal 
Party and New Republic Party has dropped, according tc an opinion poll 
conducted in October by Market Research Africa for the Afrikaans Sunday 
newspaper, RAPPORT. 


Voters throughout the country were asked: "If there was a general election 
now and all the parties put up candidates in your constituency, would you 
vote and, if you did, which party would you vote for." 


It was found that 44.3 percent would vote for the NP; 18.4 percent for the 
PFP; 15.6 percent for the CP; 5.5 percent for the NRP and 2.5 percent for 
the Herstigte Nationale Party, with 13.7 percent not voting at all. 


This is a 1.3 percent increase in support for the NP since April, but the 
NP's support is still a lot lower than it was in August last year (51.4 
percent) and in January (48.1 percent). 


The PFP's support has dropped to its lowest level in more than a year--from 
21.6 percent in August, 1981, to 20.2 percent in July and to 18.4 percent 
now. 


Support for the NRP has, returned more or iess to tie level it was in 
April (5.6 percent) after being 7.3 percent in January and 7.1 percent in 
July. 


Although the CP's level of support was found to be Lower than it had been 
when the party was first formed--18.3 percent in April--it still had more 
support in October (15.6 percent) than it had in July (14.5 percent). 


Support for the HNP has remained almost constant since April when it had 
2.7 percent, dropping to 2.4 percent in July and increasing slightly in 

October to 2.5 percent. However, in August 1981 it enjoyed 7.9 percent 

of voter support. 
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Although there has been an increase in the number of people who would not 
vote from 8.2 percent in April and 12.8 percent in July to October's 13.7 
percent, the number of English speakers who would not vote have increased 
over the same period from 9 percent to 17.2 percent. 





More English-speakers would have voted for the NP in October (24.9 percent) 
compared with 22.6 percent in July, while English-speaker's support for the 
PFP dropped from 44 percent in July to 42 percent in October. In April the 
PFP had 48.9 percent of the English-speaking support. 


More Afrikaans-speakers still support the NP than all the other parties 
combined. According to the poll, the NP has 56.3 percent of Afrikaans 
speakers support; the CP 23.6 percent; the PFP 3.4 percent; the HNP 3.3 
percent and the NRP 2.0 percent with 11.5 percent not voting. 


--The poll also says that National Party supporters are more optimistic 
about their future in this country than they were a year ago, while the 
majority of Conservative Party supporters are more pessimistic. 


Nearly 63 percent of CP supporters said they were more pessimistic while 
only 3.7 percent were more optimistic and 18.3 percent "just as pessimistic." 
Among NP supporters, 28 percent were more optimistic, with 11.9 percent more 
pessimistic. More than half, 51.6 percent were "just as optimistic" as a 
year ago and only 5.9 percent were "just as pessimistic." 
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
